The musicians up there on 
the bandstand were not all am¬ 
ateurs. Some of them were pro¬ 
fessionals. Within that well 
placed group oi bandsters could 
be seen a veteran musician 
playing trombone alongside a 
lovely young blonde who was 
sawing a bass fiddle and near 
her was what appeared to be a 
mere youngster, but he was 
handling the kettle drums with 
such talent that it made a man 
feel like applauding. 

So your man applauded. He 
applauded like crazy, and he 
forgot his car parked in the red 
zone. He wished he had come 
earlier and brought his wife, a 
blanket, and a big pillow, and 
just a few extra dimes to buy 
some soda pop. 

They've got that there, too. 
The refreshment stand is under 
a big spreading tree, just like 
in the old days, with a shaded 
light dangling overhead — and 
there are some young people 
there to serve. They are mem¬ 
bers of the Semanon Club, Sier¬ 
ra Madre's teen-ager organiza¬ 
tion, and they make a few dol¬ 
lars that way to help pay their 
expenses.
